The President’s Committee was struck in bd 
1976 to consider the size and structure of 
GFC and its major committees. The first 
report of the Committee recommended a 
GFC (renamed “University Council”) of forty 
members, thirteen administrators, fourteen 
elected faculty members, and thirteen students. 
Major standing committees would also be 
reduced in size, with at least partial 
integration of their membership with the 
parent body. 

After discussion of the first report with 
faculties and with the GFC Executive 
Committee, and after receiving submissions 
from faculties, individuals, the Students’ 
Union, and the Academic Staff Association, 
the President’s Committee prepared a revised 
report, proposing a University Council of 
sixty-seven members. The proposed membership 
was increased to permit a ratio of 
approximately 1 to 2 to 2 of administrators 
to elected faculty to students (actually 
13 to 27 to 27). 

In both reports, eight deans were to be 
elected by Deans’ Council, with faculties 
having the choice to elect their dean as a 
faculty representative if he or she were not 
elected by Deans’ Council. At present, all 
deans are members of Council as part of the 
contingent of administrators. Both reports 
also excluded from membership those other 
than senior administrators (the President and 
the three Vice-Presidents), students and teaching 
staff; at present, the University Librarian and 
the Registrar are voting members of GFC, 
as are representatives of Administrative/ 
Professional Officers, Professional 
Librarians, and nonacademic staff. 

To allow full debate on the revised report, 
GFC voted to resolve itself into a Committee 
of the Whole. The Committee of the Whole 
was chaired by Myer Horowitz, Vice-President 
(Academic), the President having stepped 
down from the chair to participate in the 
discussion. The Committee of the Whole 
elected to consider the eight resolutions of 
the President’s Committee separately, rather 
than as a unit. In effect, it considered only 
the first resolution of the President’s 
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Committee, as modified by the GFC 
Executive: 

“1 (a) That the composition of General 
Faculties Council be altered by reducing the 
membership to approximately one-half of 
the present complement of 136, and 

1 (b) That the present ratio of administrators 
to staff to students of 1 to 2 to 2 be 
preserved.” 

The Committee of the Whole discussed 
both parts of this resolution in depth for 
approximately three and one-half hours. 
Taking resolution 1(b) first, it recommended 
that the existing ratio of administrators to 
staff to students be preserved. It defeated 
resolution 1(a), essentially the key resolution 
in the report. 

Immediately following the defeat of this 
resolution and without further consideration 
of the report of the President’s Committee, 
the Committee of the Whole voted to report 
its recommendations to GFC. Because no 
changes were recommended for the size, 
structure, or composition of GFC, no new 
motions were required. Dr. Horowitz, 
reporting the Committee’s findings to 
Council, suggested that “it would be wise 
for the University not to pursue this matter 
for a while.” 

Dr. Gunning commented that he felt that 
the debate and soul-searching about the role 
of General Faculties Council had been 
valuable to Council and to the University 
as a whole.

of Early Barogue- 


On 2 March, under the patronage of President 
and Mrs. Gunning, the Guild for Mediaeval 
and Renaissance Studies will be holding a 
feast again this year. Unlike last year’s feast 
with its Elizabethan theme, however, the Guild 
has chosen the early seventeenth century 

or Baroque period as the historical source 

for its central theme. And rather than a 
banquet, fe souper will be served—the term 
“banquet” being strictly reserved for 
sacredotal functions during the Baroque 
period and le souper for less formal, more 
intimate dining. But guests will not be 
disappointed in either the fare or the festivities. 

Les soupiers will be greeted by madrigal 
singers under the direction of Larry Cooke, 
professor in the Department of Music. 
International songs of the period—works by 
Byrd, Passereau, Vautor, and Janequin 
have been selected. 

The menu was researched and planned by 
Marion Norman of the Department of English. 
She relied, in part, upon the 1655 edition 
of Francois La Varenne’s cookbook, the 
first of its kind published in France. And so, 
after the University of Alberta Grace has 
been pronounced by former Provost Aylmer 
Ryan, Le souper will begin with hors d’oeuvres 
such as stuffed artichoke hearts, mushrooms, 
devilled eggs, and gateau de foies blonds 
de volailles. The second course, soup Bourbon, 
was named for Count Robert, the sixth son 
of Louis IX, and will be followed by fish 
Anthony, so named for the famous scientist 
of the day, Anthony de Leuvenhock. The main 
course includes coq au vin de Bordeaux, fried 
eggplant, green peas with mint de Madame 
de Maintenon (named after a mistress of 
the king who was quite well noted for her 
hospitality) and Brussels sprouts hollandaise. 
A lettuce salad will be served with this 
course, an important addition since it was 
introduced to France as a food for human 
consumption by the author Rabelais during this 
period. Dessert includes tangerines, pears, 
and cointreau. 

While guests enjoy each course, there 
will be musical interludes—more madrigals, 
works for string ensemble, and pieces by 


Couperin and Morley will be played by 
harpsichordist Tim Bower. They will also 

be treated not only to English, Flemish, and 
French dances but, in keeping with the 
international atmosphere of the evening, 

to a Spanish play, Dog in the Manger, 
written between 1613 and 1615. Set in 
Naples near the end of the sixteenth century, 
Lope de Vega’s play is an energetic satire 
on romantic comedy. 

Like last year, guests are encouraged to 
dress in the style of the period. Ideas may 
be gleaned by studying the paintings of 
artists like Lorraine, Watteau, Chardin, or 
van Delft. However, formal attire is quite 
acceptable. 

An evening of Early Baroque begins at 
6 p.m. on 2 March in the Lister Banquet Hall. 
Tickets are $17.50 for members and 
students and $20 for non-members. Tickets 
are available from Frank Thomas, telephone 
454-2969. Interested persons should note that 
there is a limit of 240 places and that 
reservations close on 23 February. Patrons 
may consult the seating plan and indicate 
where and with whom they wish to be seated. 


Although this is only the second such 
elaborate evening where period dress is 
encouraged and authenticity strictly adhered to, 
the Guild for Mediaeval and Renaissance 
Studies has been meeting regularly since 1960. 
It was founded by a group of scientists and 
mathematicians who wished to promote 
better communication between the various 
disciplines in the arts and sciences. At monthly 
meetings, members give and afterwards discuss 
papers derived from each speaker’s field of 
specialization but with a conscious focus on 
man, his universe, his creativity. Thus, 
paper topics have ranged from a discussion 
of owls in Mediaeval iconography to the 
concept of madness in the Middle Ages to 
Indians visiting Europe in the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries. The Guild is comprised 
of some fifty members and the annual 
membership rate is $2.50. However, all 
interested persons are encouraged to attend 
the lectures—and the annual banquet.
